Based Only On Student’s Ability 


Athletic and service grants bas- 
ed solely on a student’s ability in 
extra - curricular “activities were 
abolished last night by the Saint 
Joseph’s College faculty. After a 
debate ov.er the. proposal of the 
Self-Study Committee, chaired by 
Father Donald Shea, C.PP.S., the 
faculty resolved to re-structure 
the present financial aid policy of 

Saint Joseph’s. i 

The committee’s resolution, to 
go into effect in September, 1969, 
included six proposals: that a 
distinction be made between aca- 
demic scholarships and service 
grants, actually a re-confirmation 
of past policy; that scholarships 
and grants be based on financial 
need as well as ability; that all 
grants and scholarships be decid- 
ed and administered by the Office 


of Student Financial Aids; that 

there be provided certain maxi- 

.1 

mum quotas of individual grant 
holders within specified grade 
levels; that the required achieve- 
ment index be related to a stu- . 
dent’s predicted index (PI), u that 
is, that the student must raise his 
PI 40 points during his freshman 
year. 

The sixth proposal, the actual 
redistribution of awards among . 
the areas of athletics, academic 
and service, was postponed for 
further debate- and voting until 
next month’s faculty meeting. 

Raising the most controversy 
Was the resolution’s “need factor.” 
In challenging the basis of finan- 
cial aid on financial need, the 
Saint Joseph’s coaching staff 
claimed that “the need factor 


virtually eliminates competition 
for outstanding students.” The 
group called for “lateral autonomy 
in order to deal with special 
cases.” 

Also contesting the committee’s 
. resolution was Michael Davis, 
chairman of the Athletic Com- 
mittee. Davis cited student morale, 
honorable and respectable inter- 
collegiate competition, scheduling 
commitments, and the uncertain 
future of the Indiana Collegiate 
Conference as factors to be con- 
sidered before making major 
changes in the financial aid policy. 

Father William E i 1 erman, 
C.PP.S., college treasurer, defend- 
ed . the Self-Study Committee’s 
resolution as a necessary step in 
furthering the college’s aims as 
an academic institution.

Proposed by Student Association 
President Tim Raykovich, approv- 
ed by the Student Senate,- and 
organized by Drexel Senator Tom 
Murphy, the picketing followed 
an all-college convocation Monday 
night. The convocation was called 
so that students could present 
their complaints to Charles Jes- 
sup, Rensselaer manager of UTC, 
Fred Ditmer, UTC General Mar- 
keting Supervisor, amd Father 
William Eilerman, C.PP.S., col- 
lege treasurer. 

This panel fielded questions 
from students concerning the lack 
of telephone directories at public 
phones, the absence of pay phones 
in many dormitories, the slow 
pace at which private lines are 
being installed in Merlini, Gaspar, 
and Drexel halls, and the alleged 
poor long distance service UTC 


provides. Virtually nothing was 

r 

accomplished at Monday’s meet- 
ing, so Tuesday’s picketing pro- 
ceeded as scheduled. 

Marching in front of the Rens- 
selaer UTC offices on Cullen

Street, students carried signs pro- 
testing the company’s poor re- 
sponse in rectifying the communi- 
cations situation on the Saint Joe 
campus. Raykovich called the pro- 
test “quite uneventful. Tom Mur- 
phy did an excellent job in coordi- 
nating the picketing and the 
Rensselaer police were very co- 
bperative.” ~r‘ 

Wayine Shirk, Rensselaer chief 
of police, remarked on the stu- 
dents’ good order and stated that 
he was aided by eight to ten 
officers in keeping an eye on the 
marchers. 

The picketing brought results 
Tuesday afternoon as President 
Raykovich met with Jessup, Fa- 
ther Eilerman, and Dr. John B. 
Egan, director of student affairs,

All they re- 
quest is that they are- notified 
right away about the problem 
and that they will do the best 
they can do and will not stop until 
it is solved. / 

We have started a movement 
tonight to get some answers to 
our problems, but we ; cannot stop 
at this point hating the admini- 
stration. We must follow up our 
actions and unless we do, we can- * 
not hope to get the results we de- 
sire. Is it possible that there could 
be a monthly question and AN- 
SWER session where the students 
could talk to a different admini- 
strator and establish an orderly 
line of communication between 
the administration and students ?
